Brilliant Whitewash. 
Many have heare of the brilliant stucco 
whitewash 'on the of the President's house, 
at Washington. The following is a receipt 
for making it, as gleaned from the National 
Intelligencer, with some additional improve- 
ments learned by experiment: 

"Take half a bushel of nice unslacked 
I'm', slack it with boilinjj water, rovor it 
durin;^ tlio |iri>'e.ss to keep in the steam, and 
adii to it a perk of clean salt, previously 
well iiis»o!ved in warm water; three pounds 
of grouiul rice, boiled to a thin pusto, and 
stirred in hoiluig hot; half a poiinil of clean 
glue, which has previously dissolved by first 
soaking it well, and then han^ins it over a 
slow fire, in a small kettle with a large one 
fi'led with water. Add five gallons of hot ; 
water to the whole mixture; stir it well, and 
let it stand a few days covered from dirt.— 
It should be pnt on right hot; for this pur- 
pose it can be kept in a kettle on a portable 
lurnnce. It is said that about one pint of 
this mixture will cover a square yard on the 
nutsiile of a house, if properly applied.— 
Brushes more or less mall may be used, ac- 
cordinj; to the ncatne.-a cf the job rerjtiired. 
It answers as well as oil paint for wood, 
brick or stone, atul is cheaper. It retains 
its brilliancy for many y«;ars. There is 
nothing of the kind that will compare with 
it, cither for inside or outsida walls. Color- 
matter may be put in and made of any 
shade you like. Spanish brown stirred in 
will make red or pink more or less deep, ac- 
cording to the quantity. A delicate tinge of 
th's 18 very pret' v for inside walls. 
Finely pulverized common clay, well mixed 
with Sp.mish brown before it is stirred into 
the m xture, makes a Idac color. Limp- 
b'ark iri smal' quantities, mxkes a s'ate col- 
• T vprv sIlit^bl' for the on'>i la of buildings. 
Limptdick ami S;*iiiish brown m'xed pro- 
duces a reildish storio color. Yellow ochre 
stirred in makes a yellow wash — but chrome 
goes further, and makes a color generally es- 
teemed prettier. In all these ca^s, the 
.darkness of the shade will of eonreebe de- 
i tprro;ni»'l bv the q>i mtity of c--»loring used. 
' It is difticntt to make a role, because tastes 
are verv different; it wnnld be best to try 
experiments on a shingle and lot it dry. It 
is said that areen must not bo mixed with 
lime. The lime destroys the color, and the 
color has an eoect on the whitewash which 
makes it crack and peel. When walls have 
been badlv smoked, and you wish to have 
them a clean white, it is well to squeeze in- 
digo plentifully through a bag into the water 
you use, before it is stirred io the whole 
mixture. If a larger quantity than five gal- 
lons is wanted, the same proportion should 
be observed.
